Fruit, 
medium to large, nearly round; skin yellow with warm blush on the sunny side; flesh rather coarse, 
juicy, sugary, good flavor. Ripens from first to middle of September. 

Having thoroughly tested this variety, we haveno hesitancy in recommending it to the public for gen- 
eral planting. This pear has withstood our severest winters without the slightest injury, while other 
varieties were frozen tothe ground. Being free from blightand EXTREMELY HARDY, it isa very de_ 
sirable variety, and should be planted largely.
